Dec. 4.—Argument in 
the western freight rates case was 
opened this morning before the rail- 
way board and will continue for sev- 
eral days. In opening the argument 
for the dominion government James 
Bicknell, K.C., reminded the board that 
Ml the figures relevant to the inquiry 
had not yet been put in by the rail- 
ways, 

“It is necessary” he said, “to find out

earnings and the proportion of the pro- 
fits.” 

He argued that the shareholders are

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PAR WITH REGULARS 


Instead of Enlisting for Short 
Time, Men Would En- 
roll for War, 


Washington, Dec. 4—After a discus- 
sion into which Republican Leader 
Mann injected the main situation, the 
housé yesterday passed the Hay army 
volunteer bill that in various forms has 
been talked of at the capital for many 
years, 

The bill, which now goes to the sen- 
ate, would put war volunteer forces on 
an equal footing with the regular ar- 
my. Jt would provide that, whenever 
in the president's Judgment war Js {m- 
minent, or war actually exists, the pre- 
sident may organize volunteer regi- 
ments for war purposes. The men, in- 
stead of enlisting for a short time, as 
in the past, would enlist ‘for the war.” 
“he president would appoint all the 
officers, not more than four regular of- 
ficers to be appointed to any one vo- 
lunteor regiment, the volunteer force 
thus formed would supplement the ex- 
isting national guards or militia, with 
which the bill would not interfere, 

Representative Mann’s remarks on 
the main situation featured the debate. 
Declaring that, of course, Chairman 
Hay of the military committee, the ad- 
ministration, and all others ‘connect- 
ed with the bill, would vigorously deny 
that the measure was presented now 
because the government was preparing 
for a war with Mexico, he recalled that 
just before the Spanish-American war 
the appropriation committee presented 
a bill to put $60,000,000 in President 
MeKinley’s hands, 

“T took a minute then to say,” ad- 
ded Mr. Mann, “that at least there was 
one man Jn the house who was not 
attempting to deceive himself, while 
all the others had said that this was 
not Jn oxpectation of war, but to pre- 
yent war. I fear that the same situa- 
uon arises now. 

"T should greatly regret war with 
Mexieo,". he continued. “T have no 
complaint to make of the president's 
attitude {n his dealings with Mexico, 
although I confess I can see no end to 
the road which he Is now pursuing. He 
sald yesterday that the Huerta gov- 
ernment In Mexico would fall soon,
